Re; California Public Records Act Request 

Dear Mr. Sinyangwe: 

The Kern County Sheriff’s Office (“KCSO”) is in receipt of your June 6, 2019, request 
under the California Public Records Act, as follows; 

1. The total number of sheriff’s deputy use of force incidents broken down by 
type offeree used, between 2013 - 2018 (separated by year). 

2. The total number of people that deputies used force against, between 
2013-2018 (separated by year). 

3. The total number of use of force complaints reported between 2013-2018 
(separated by year). 

4. The total number of use offeree complaints sustained between 2013-2018 
(separated by year). 

5. The policy manual of the sheriff’s department. 

6. The current union contract between the city and any sheriff’s deputy/police 
officer unions. 

Response to Nos. 1. 2 and 3 : Please see the attached report. 

Response to No. 4: The KCSO does not have a report for the number of “...use of 
force complaints sustained...” Our system does not have a mechanism for separating 
out “use of force complaints sustained” from other allegations that may have been 
included in the cases. The only way to determine the number of “use of force 
complaints sustained” would be to perform a hand search of each file and compile the 
pertinent information. 


PLEASE ADDRESS ALL COMMUNICATIONS TO THE SHERIFF 
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The CPRA does not require public agencies to create new records. "It is well 
established under California law . . . that, while the CPRA requires public agencies to 
provide access to their existing records, it does not require them to create new records 
to satisfy a request." (See Sander v. State Bar of California (2018) 26 Cal.App.5th 651, 
665, citing Fredericks v. Superior Court (2015) 233 Cal.App.4th 209, 223-224.) Put 
another way, the CPRA requires public agencies to provide access to (or copies of) 
existing and identifiable public records in their possession. "Except with respect to 
public records exempt from disclosure by express provisions of law, each state or local 
agency, upon a request for a copy of records that reasonably describes an identifiable 
record or records, shall make the records promptly available to any person upon 
payment of fees covering direct costs of duplication or a statutory fee if applicable." 
(Cal. Gov't Code § 6253, subd. (b).) 

Due to limited staffing and the number of the individual records, for the KCSO to 
perform this exercise would place an undue burden on KCSO resources that is not 
required by the CPRA. "Under applicable California law, even a focused, specific 
request, when it would require an agency to search volumes of documents or to 
produce a large volume of material may be objectional as "unduly burdensome." 
{California First Amendment Coalition v. Superior Court (1998) 67 Cal.App.4th 159, 166; 
citing American Civil Liberties Union Foundation v. Deukmejain (1982) 32 Cal.3d 440.) 

Response to No. 5: The KCSO will provide you a copy of the Department Policies and 
Procedures Manual under separate reported cover in the next several weeks.
